H eadquarters of the committee for 
a mid European federation are to be 
opened here this week. 
Representa­ 
tives of the peoples will confer over 
the innum erable problems presented 
bv the scheme. 
This federation, 
to 
fight on a reconstituted eastern front, 
is being organized as a step in fulfill* 
roent of President W ilson's program 
of liberation for all oppressed peoples. 
It is expected to block Germany’s am ­ 
bitions in the east during the war arid 
will be incorporated into the world 
league of nations at the peace table, 
according to present plans. 
Jugo-Slavs,

The fact that the 
Argonne forest is on the left flank of 
the Americans is also an impediment 
to their advance. 
The Germans are 
heavily entrenched in the Argonne and 
have not yet been expelled from its 
adm irable concealments for machine 
gun nests. 
If General Pershing were

degree without fully protecting his left 
wing from attack from the Argonne 
he would give Von Hindenburg an 
opportunity to direct a telling tire 
against the American flank.

T h e doom of King Alcohol has been foretold so 
often that further comment seems superfluous. It is 
appropriate, however, to take note of the fact that 
that monarch’s knell is now definitely sounded by 
$>ecific congressional enactment. 
The approval, by 
the house of representatives, of the senate’s “dry” 
amendment to the agricultural appropriation bill, ef­ 
fectively disposes of the matter and is bringing to an 
end a long and turbulent compaign. 
T h e comparatively small area of the United 
States which still harbors the traffic will now recog­ 
nize that it has, at best, only nine months more of 
booze. 
Many, possibly all, of the wet states may 
really go dry before the date set. because several of 
them have prohibition elections this fall, and there is 
also som e slight possibility of the federal prohibition 
amendment being ratified before the federal statute 
becom es effective. 
In any event, next July will usher in an epoch 
of alcoholic drouth such as no nation has yet experi­ 
enced, since the prehistoric time when mankind first 
learned to brew beer and ferment fruit juice. 
Further prophecy is precarious, but we may 
safely doubt whether, having once eliminated the 
evils that seem inseparable from strong drink, we 
shall ever tolerate the drink traffic again. 
It w ill,be 
banished at least until ti^ war is over and our armies 
have been returned andWemobilized. That will hard­ 
ly tak e less than two or three years. 
B y that time prohibition will have had a good, 
fair trial. 
If it proves to be anywhere near so great 
a blessing as most people anticipate, it will remain a 
fundamental part of our life and law. 


Member American Mission to Great Britain and France 
In The Nation'* Business 
In England and France I have seen things which I 
wish could be burned into the conscience of every bus­ 
iness man in the United States. I have seen factories in 
ruins, office buildings blown to bits, commercial districts, 
miles in extent, lying deserted and silent, grass growing 
in the streets like places of the dead—everything that 
years, perhaps hundreds of years, of patient industry had 
built up and passed on as a heritage from father to son— 
all vanished. 
We in America have known nothing like this. 
We 
can know nothing like it. 
Thanks to our Allies, these 
experiences will be kept from us. 
That factory of yours 
in New England, that mine of your neighbor’s in Michi­ 
gan, that farm I own in Iowa—they are being protected 
today by the untold sacrifices of the soldiers, the bus­ 
iness men, the women of England and France. 
Why then should we complain? Why should we pro­ 
test that our business is ruined? 
Why should we bewail 
lessened profits, cavil at high prices, inconveniences, 
hard conditions? 
Why should we rage at the disaster 
that overtakes our business? 
Our business! 
l^et me tell you something more of 
what “our business” means in England and France—as I 
have seen it. 
I talked with business executives, past 
their prime, men so old and weary that they would be 
glad to stop a bit and rest before they die. 
Yet they# 
carry on. 
They, like those famed old legionaries of 
France, “have no tim e to die.” 
They battle with condi­ 
tions which in a month, a week, a day, may sweep every­ 
thing out of existence. I saw a great ship builder, a fine 
old Briton, at his work—all three of his Rods g°ne- 
At 
his side stood the grandfather, now in his eightieth year, 
doing what he could. I talked to a barber—the sole sur­ 
vivor of four brothers. 
I was chauffeured by a one-time 
British capitalist—it was his own. car—and one of his 
legs, a soldier’s reward, was made in the United States! 
These business men overseas, our Allies, are war 
weary. The strain is great, the enemy strong. 
Bitter is 
their lot. 
But do they protest? 
Do they despair? 
No! 
Grimly they carry on. 
Again and again they send their 
sons to the battle front. Their daughters—they see them 
rise at six in the nlbrning to search the casualty lists 
for the name of a brother or sw eetheart, then depart for 
a long day’s work in factory, field or office. 
They them ­ 
selves—even their nights are not given them for rest. 
When evening comes they report for special duties. 
In 
the British capital 30,000 of them—bankers, lawyers, lords 
and sirs, the shopkeepers of London, men too told, too 
crippled, too sick to serve at the front—police the dark­ 
ened city streets. 
I was in London when sons of these men gave their 
lives to plug up the neck of Zeebrugge harbor. 
I felt 
then, as I know now, th a t by that heroic deed, they de­ 
fended not only the Tham es and the coast of Kent, but 
the harbors of Boston, New York, Charleston. 
These 
lads over there stand on guard before our mills, our* 
stores, our homes. T heir spirit—their will to win at any 
cost—is emulated by th eir business elders^st home. 
Our business? 
Our profits? Our lives? 
Good God, 
will we ever open our eyes to see the truth? Can we ever 
repay the debt we owe? 
The time has come for us, 
the commercial men of this country, to relieve our French 
and British Allies overseas of their appalling burden. 
Their soldiers are now our soldiers, as truly as if they 
wore our uniform; and our boys are theirs. 
Business 
over there, too, is American business. 
It is fighting the 
battle that will save us, along with the people of Eng­ 
land and France, from destruction. 
A British or French 
plant wiped out is an American plant wiped out. 
A 
French town bombed is an American town bombed. 
Blood drawn there— we bleed also. 
W e are one allied 
people in this fight. And united we stand—on both sides 
of the sea!
